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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because in Figure 9 the line A-A is shown but it is unclear 
whether this hne represents a cross section of another figure. If not, perhaps it should be deleted. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one 
figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be 
labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be 
renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR L83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the handle portion being fixedly 
supported by the handle frame of claim 7 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. The incorporation of essential material in the specification by reference to a foreign 
application or patent, or to a publication is improper. Applicant is required to amend the 
disclosure to include the material incorporated by reference. The amendment must be 
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accompanied by a statement executed by the applicant, or a practitioner representing the 
applicant, stating that the material being inserted is the material previously incorporated by 
reference and that the amendment contains no new matter. 37 CFR 1.57(f). 

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 8, line 3, "a 
guiding pawls" should perhaps be "guiding parts". Also on page 9, (0031), line 13, "is" should 
be inserted after "it". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

6. Claims 1-2 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 1, on line 5, the comma at the beginning of the line should be deleted. 
In claim 2, line 4, perhaps a period should be inserted after "protrusions" in place of the 
comma and the rest of the claim deleted since it is repetitive. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the engaged means" in line 6. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It is unclear whether this phrase was meant to 
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refer back to "an engaging means" of line 5 or was meant to represent a different feature of the 
invention. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "the engaged means" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Also on line 3, "a protrusions and groove" is 
unclear as to whether one protrusion is intended to be recited or a plurality of protrusions. Also 
on line 5-6, "the protrusions and a protrusion" is unclear and indefinite. It is unclear whether or 
not "the protrusions" are separate and distinct from "a protrusion[s]" and further whether or not 
"a protrusion[s]" was intended to recite one protrusion or a plurality of protrusions. 

In claim 7 it is unclear how the handle portion is fixedly supported by the handle frame. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

10. Claims 1-2 and 7-8, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Sato. 

Sato (6,719,336) discloses an outside handle device comprising: a handle portion 32 
provided at the outside of a vehicle door; and a handle frame 31, 33 fixed to the vehicle door and 
supporting the handle portion via an arm portion provided on the handle portion; wherein the 
arm portion is provided with an engaging means, the handle frame is provided with the engaged 
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means 31a (Figure 5) which designates an assembhng direction of the arm portion by engaging 
with the engaging means. 

With regard to claim 2, the engaging means and the engaged means respectively 
correspond to a protrusion and a groove which guides the protrusion. 

With regard to claim 7, the handle portion is fixedly supported by the handle frame when 
the handle frame is not being pulled outward. 

With regard to claim 8, the handle portion is movably supported by the handle frame so 
as to be movable relative to the handle frame. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

12. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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13. Claims 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sato as 
applied to claims 1 and 2 above, and further in view of Klein. 

Sato lacks an electrical component accommodated in the handle portion. 

Klein (6,648,493) teaches an outside handle device having an electrical component 
accommodated in a handle portion, an arm portion 12 is rotatably provided with a first 
connecting portion 28 electrically connected to the electrical component accommodated in the 
handle portion, a handle fi*ame is provided with a second connecting portion 29 electrically 
connected to the first connecting portion by engaging with the first connecting portion. The first 
connecting portion 28 is provided on the arm portion 12 so as to be surrounded by an internal 
surface of the arm portion. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to have provided an electrical components as taught by Klein upon the handle portion 
of Sato in order to allow lights to be incorporated into the handle portion to aide a user. 

Conclusion 

14. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
